One of the most valuable and peculiar proper- 
ties of salt is, its preserving quality. So Chris- 
tians should be highly conservative. Christiani- 
ty is not acid which sours and destroys, but salt 
which preserves, It is not alkali, which consumes 
and corrodes, but salt which saves from destruc- 
tion, 

Salt is to preserve only what is worth preserv- 
ing. So with Christians. Whatever is worth 
preserving, they should preserve. But whatever 
is in its own nature worthless, they should leave 
to perish. Whatever is in its very nature has- 
tening to decay, if it be valueless, they may per- 
mit to destroy itself, 

Again ; to be of any effect, salt must be brought 
into contact with the thing to be saved. Cbris- 
tians are to live in the world, to mingle with it. 
They are not to shut themselves up in a monas- 
tery or a convent,—they are not to hide them. 
selves in their closet, but they must diffuse their 
good influence throughout the whole of society. 

Unless for the conservative spirit of Christian. 
ity, the world would, by its own wickedness, de- 
stroy itself. But Christianity is designed to pre- 
serve it. The more extensively it is dissemina- 
ted, the purer society will become. ‘The wicked 
do not live out half theirdays. Their own wick- 
edness destroys them. But the righteous may be 
said to double their days. Hence the righteous 
will be continually multiplying, while the wicked 
pass away. Christianity, then, is to preserve the 
world. 

The efficacy of salt depends on its purity. All 
salt is not alike good. Some is worthless—good 
only to be trodden under foot of men. Christian, 
what is your character? Is it of that pure and 
exalted kind which refines and elevates, or is it 
of that baser sort, which exerts no purifying in- 
fluence over the world !—Chr.

The 
old gentleman being informed of our arrival,soon 
came in, but little fatigued, and greeted us most 
cordially. After being seated, he related correct- 
ly many circumstances connected with our first 
acquaintance, naming the text from which I 
preached, also the one from which he preached 
in the afternoon of the same day,(five years ago, ) 
together with many other incidents, which oc- 
curred previous to my leaving Frankfort. It is 
certainly very remarkable thataperson so old 
should remember so distinctly events of so recent 
date.

‘The only remaining alternative ob- 
viously was, either to let her speak or carry her 
from the house ; and she was accordingly lugged 
out by Wendell Phillips, Esq., and another mem-

the top of her voice, scolding, remonstrating, and 
demanding her “rights,” till she was finally thrust 
from the door, and, as we are told, a constable 
placed there to prevent herreturn. The hubbub 
and uproar that followed in the Convention may 
be more easily imagined than described. The 
furin of Cruikshank could hardly do justice to 
the scene. Men and women, white and black, 
all were on their feet, and all talking together ; 
and to those in the gallery, it really seemed as if 
the whole farce would terminate with a general 
game of fisticuffs. At length, however, some de- 
gree of order was restored, and then the rest of 
| the morning was spent in crimination and re- 
crimination ; fortunately “hard words break no 
bones,”’or Dr. Hewitt and the city surgeons would 
have had their hands full. Charges of being 
false to their principles were most liberally heap- 
/ed upon those who had carried out Mrs. Folsom, 
,and as freely retorted by them; and the only re- 


| mark with which we remember full and heartily

| Mrs. F. in defending her from the charge of in- 
jsanity,—“She may be crazy enough for Dr.

the slave, unprotected, to the capricious violence 
of the most tyrannical master ; it tends to foster 
« the master himself the basest appetites, and 
worst passions ; it has tarnished our nationa! hon- 
or; it has injured us at home, and disgraced us 
abroad ; its blighting and withering influences aré 
now felt upon all the great interests of the coun- 
try. But how are we to rid ourselves of it? Not 
surely by resolutions, passed by S. 8. Foster, and 
Abigail Kelley, amid the tumult and confusion, 
the riotous profanity and blasphemy,which mark. 
ed the meeting at Marlboro’ Chapel! Not by 
breaking down all the institutions of Government, 
and trampling under foot the church of God, and 
throwing contempt upon the clergy, and the ordi: 
nances of religion! It is only by diffusing uni- 
versally, the spirit of the gospel, by making thé 
master and the slave one in Christ Jesus, that we

Methodists versus Baptists. 

The editor of the Christian Reflector admits that the 
Methodists are in advance of the Baptists, as fo the post. 
tion they occupy befure the public on the subject of slave. 
holding in the church of Christ. But be adds that the Gen. 
eral Conference is a disciplinary body, having and exer- 
cising control over the religious interests of the whole de. 
nomination. The qualification of the bishops they are 
bound to examine, and to judge of them in the light of rev- 
elation and on the principles of eternal truth; while with 
the Baptists every church is a perfecily independent organ. 
ization, and by virtue of that organization, are not accoun. 
table to each other, or to any higher judicial body; conse- 
quently the test is not so easily made. 

From the fact that nearly the entire nen-slaveholding 
delegations in the General Conference voted in favor of 
virtually suspending Bishop Andrew, the conclusion would 
be very natural that the Methodists were in advance of oth. 
er religious bodies in their anti-slavery principles. But we 
doubt whether such is really the fact. Had the Baptists 
been placed in the same relation to slavery as the Metho. 
dists, a vote as decisive as that of the General Conference 
would have been given long ago. The question was one 
which vitally affected the interests of the whole Methodist 
Episcopal church, inasmuch as the jurisdiction of the bishop 
is general, instead of being confined to a single diocese, as 
is the case with the Protestant Episcopal church. Bishop 
Andrew, by marriage, had recently become a slaveholder, 
and it followed, as a matter of course, if the chureh con. 
tinued to acknowledge his supremacy as a Bishop, it must 
also acknowledge the divine right of slavery. Would the 
Baptists submit to such a state of things as this? We 
think not On the contrary, had the case been brought be- 
fore them for adjudication, the Bishop would have been 
placed in a still more unenviable position than he now is. 
We agree with the Reflector that “the test is not easily 
made” as to the prevailing sentiments of the two denomi- 
Nations. But could the truth he known, we believe it would 
be found that the Baptists are in advance of every other de- 
nomination on the question of anti-slavery.

From such strength, such a government, and such influ. 
ences, we might reasonably expect such effects as experi- 
ence exhibits, I ask with confidence, what other plan has 
been or can be adopted, not only for the emancipation,but 
for the accomplishment of these great results? Another 


important influence of coloni :ation is upon the natives of 


Africa. Although they are among the most barbarous and 
degraded population on the earth, yet they manifest more 
susceptibility of civilization and moral improvement than 
the hall.civilized of some ether countries on which influ. 
ence has been exerted. They send their children to the 
colonial schvols. For hundreds of miles, inland, they have 
been visited by the missionaries, and listen, with encoura. 
ging attention, to their instructions. They learn the Eng- 
lish language with much more readiness than could be ex. 
pected, and manifest a strong propensity to imitate Ameri- 
can dress and manners. Those of them who are setled 
in colonial towns are good citizens, and appear to be deriv- 
ing equal benefit with the immigrants from the influences 
of the establishment. There is just ground to believe from 
what appears, that good governments, civilization and 
Christianity will be extensively propagated in that benight-. 
ed country. It has been proved, conclusively, that the 
slave trade will cease in all the terri‘ories over which the 
jurisdiction of the colony may extend, or which may be- 
come subject to its influence. In their treaties with the na- 
tive tribes, the suppression of this horrid traffic is made a 
subject of stipulation, and no factory can exist within the 
limits of the colony. Its extension to Cape Palmas, to 
unite with the Maryland Colony, which it is said may be 
effected by purchase at an expense of about $20,000, would 
break up the only slave mart on the coast in a distance of 
several hundred miles. Nothing is wanting but the multi. 
plication of immigrants and the extension of these free 
governments, to terminate the sin and cruelty of the most 
barbarous practice which afflicts the earth. 

I forbear to dwell upon the agricultural and commercial 
advantages of the country. Nothing is necessary for their 
development but an industrious population, Immense ter- 
ritories, now covered by a wild, natural growth, are of 
great fertility, and adapted to the production of articles of 
commanding value in almost every market, domestic and 
foreign.

six or seven years of age, yet he is one of the most able 
and original men in New England. ‘The celebrity of the 
man drew together a large concourse of people, among 
whom were some two or three hundred clergymen, of dif. 
ferent denominations. His text was in Matt. 5: 13—16, 
and afier a few introductory remarks, he announced as 
his subject, ** Some of the peculiar duties incumbent on 
the clergy of New England.” The discourse, I under- 
stand, is already in the press, and you will soon be able to 
lay before your readers a better analysis of it than I can 
give in a short letter. With some of its sentiments I have 
no sympathy or fellowship, but yet it was a production 
which displayed great ability and originality of thought. 
Its language was bold and strong, and in some parts char- 
acterized by keen satire and searching sarcasm and wit. 
It was chiefly aimed at the practices and claims of the 
Episcopal church. The discourse was listened to with pro. 
found attentiun, and, on the whole, was an uncommon 
production. 

On Wednesday P. M., I attended, for a short time, the 
meeting of the American Sunday School Union. I heard 
addresses from Rev. Drs. Tyng and Parker, of Philadel. 
phia, and Rev. W. W. Everts, of New York. The con. 
gregation was large, and most present seemed to be deep. 
ly ,interested. 

Besides these, there were numerous other meetings, 


which my engagements would not permit me to attend, 
had I possessed a disposition to do so. The Temperance 
organizations—the abolitionists (both the rational and irra. 
tional Societies,)—the Millerites—the Fourierites, and all 
other ites that can be found in this city of notions, held 
their anniversaries, of course on “*Anniversary week,” and 
he must have had a strange mental appetite who could rot 
have found something to satisfy its demands, in this varie- 
ty.

Tue Meraovist Gensnat Conrzrence.—This body had 
not taken any definite action im regard to the final course 
of policy to be pursued by that church up to the time this 
paragraph was written, (Monday afiernoon.) The select 
committee of nine appointed to consider the declaration of 
the southern delegates, submitted, on Friday last, a pream. 
ble and some ten or a dozen resolutions, the substance of 
which provides, in the event of a separation, for a just and 
equitable division of all the property belonging to the Meth. 
odist Episcopal church, between the Northern and South. 
ern churches, The property which, if we recollect right, 
amounts to over half a million of dollars, consists princi- 
pally of books, paper, engravings, copy-rights, notes and 
accounts. The debate on these resolutions on Saturday, 
it is said, “* was characterized by great good feeling, and 
the utmost courtesy.” 

By the proceedings, which we find in the Tribune of 
Tuesday, we notice that the question of entering upon the 
Journal the report of the committee of three in reply to the 
Southern Protest, was taken up,when Messrs. Early,Long.- 
street,and Smith, spoke against the motion with much ear. 
nestness and considerable exciiement—the first two declar. 
ing that if the Report were sanctioned by the Conference, a 
division of the church would be inevitable. Mr. Crowder 
even declared his conviction that it would lead to a civil 
war. Dr. Durbin, with the consent of the committee, 
amended the report by omitting one or two passages which 
the Southern members deemed peculiarly objectionable.— 
The question was then taken by yeas and nays, with the 
following result—yeas 116; nays 26. 

The tidings of the action of the Conference excited quite 
a sensation among the Methodists of the South. A meet. 
ing of the male Methodists of Richmond was held in Va., 
on the 6th inst. at which a series of resolutions was adopt- 
ed sus‘aining Bishop Andrew, &c. &c. 

The Conference, after passing a vote of thanks to their 
brethren in New York for the hospitality extended to them, 
adjourned at a quarter past 12 o’clock, sine die, to meetin 
Pittsburg, in 1848. 
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Connecticut Colonization Society.-Annual Meeting. 
The Connecticut State Colonization Society held its an. 
nual meeting at New Haven, on Wednesday, the 22d of 
May. The public exercises were in the First Baptist 
church, and consisted of a prayer by Rev. Mr. Teasdale, 
followed by an address from the President, Hon, Roger M. 
Sherman. The Report ofthe Managers was then read by 
the Secretary, Rev. Wm. W. Turner. Rev.T. H. Gallau. 
det made an interesting statement of facts, showing con. 
clusively, that some of the slaveholders at the South at 
least, in aiding the Colonization cause, are influenced by 
benevolent feelings towards their slaves, and are making it 
the medium through which to confer on them the blessin gs 
of civil liberty. He represented the Colonies at Liberia as 
being in a flourishing state. He was followed by Rev. R. 
R. Gurley, so long Secretary of the American Colonization 
Society, who, in a very appropriate and eloquent speech, 
set forth the blessings already conferred on the African 
race by this Society ; and portraying in gluwing colors the 
benefiis which may be expected to follow. 
At the close of the public exercises, the following per- 
sons were chosen officers of the State Society.

In the Roxbury delegation appeared a large and elegant | 
banner, of carpet work, wove of three different fabrics, sur. 
mounted by an engle bearing in his mouth a scroll, with the | 
following inscription :—*"“Second Declaration of Independ. | 
ence, 1840." This eagle was wove in by John Wilsen, a | 
young man about 18 years of age, and does him much | 
( credit as a specimen of mechunical ingenuity. The ban. | 
ner also had upon it twenty-six stars, and the following in. | 
scription :—*“The Roxbury Ingrain Carpet Factory Total | 
Abstinence Society, formed Dec. 16, 1843.” This banner | 

was more then three yards long, by two and a half wide, 
surrounded by a fringe nine inches wide on the sides, and 
eighteen on the bottom. 

The **Cold Water Army,” led by Deacon Grant, was 
not the least attractive part of the procession. It consist- 
ed of an innumerable host of lads and misses attached to 
our public schools, and also the pupils of various Sunday 
schools in Bosion and the neighboring towns, all decorated 
with medals and badges, their countenances glowing with 
delight at having the privilege granted them, at this early 
age, of taking a bold and’public stand in opposition to the 
use of, or traffic in, intoxicating drinks. 

It was about half past two o’clock, when the different di- 
visions of the procession returned tothe Common. And 
here we beheld no such scenes as were witnessed on gala 
days some twenty yearsago. Here were no drunken frol- 
ics, boxing rencontres, contests between the constables and 
rowcies ; nor was there seen in bouths, scattered around the 
mall, egg nog, punch and alcoholic mixtures, in almost end. 
less variety, to tempt the appetite and steal away the brain. 
What a revolution has been produced within a few short 
years ! Police officers were there, it is true ; but they ap. 
peared to be only a part of the show, and their duties were 
by no means onerous. 

A vast multitude assembled immediately around the 
stands which had been erected for the accommedation of 
the speakers. The exercises were commenced by the 
whole assemblage singing ‘The tetotallers are coming,” 
afier which, Dr. Prerce, of Brookline, addressed the throne 
of grace. 

His Excellency, Governor Briccs, was then announced, 
and after three hearty cheers, remarked that that was a great 
day for temperance. By the blessing of Heaven they had 
assembled under the most favorable auspices. There, on 
that beautiful spot, with the trees and shrubbery around 
clad in their mosi genial attractions, every thing betokened 
the favor of Heaven. The delegates there, had come from 
every part of the Union, in unnumbered thousands, to ex. 
press their devotion to the glorious cause of temperance. 
It was probably, he said, the largest convention which had 
ever assembled for any purpose and on any occasion—and 
could those devoted men, now in their graves, who assem. 
bied in the year 1813 to collect facts in regard to the in. 
creasing evils of intemperance, witness the results of the 
commencement of their labors, nothing could exceed their 
gratification. Could they, even, have seen the results which
